Ii Students lo Receive Junior 
High Diplomas Here Friday 


We w ere im pressed with P r e s ­ 
ident Nixon's proposal to change the 
draft laws to a lottery type with the 
time of eligibility limited to the year 
they are 19. We have always felt that 
it was a terrible injustice to keep 
the draft hanging over a boy’s head 
until he was 26. 
The only part that we have some 
question about is the college d e fe r­ 
ment system. We can see that two 
views can be taken on this and as 
long as going to college does not e - 
liminate ahoy from the draft but only 
postpones i t t h e n t h e deferm ent 
would be fair. 
At the present time we are d ra ft­ 
ing fairly young men, but before our 
involvement in Vietnam becam e so 
greatw e w ere not drafting boys b e ­ 
fore they w ere 25 or 26 and this 
leaves ahoy in a state of uncertainty 
from the time he gets out of high 
school until he becom es 26. 
As far as this talk of doing away 
w i t h the draft we doubt if it w i l l ever 
be possible and we are not too sure 
that this would be wise anyway. In 


spite of all the protesting going on 
now by a bunch of punks scattered 
a cro ss the country we feel that ev ­ 
eryone has an obligation to this 
country and should serve if needed. 
For over the years many people have 
made these sacrifices that we may 
have the benefits that we have. 
But we do feel that the draft 
should be as fair and just as possible 
and cause the least amount of in­ 
convenience as possible. 
And we 
feel that this new proposal is a step 
in the right direction.
